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Work Starts 
On Village 
School Rooms 


Work was started early this 
week on conversion of two build- 
ings in Stanford Village, which 
are to be made into nine tempo- 
rary classrooms for the Menlo 
Park Elementary School District. 

The start-of work followed an 
okay by the district attorney’s 
office of a contract for leasing of | 
the buildings, offered last week | 
by Stanford university. The school | 
district is to pay $600 per month 
for use of the buildings. 

“Now I am hopeful,” Dr. Mel 
Hemfeld, district superintendent, | 
Said this week, “to have three 
rooms sufficiently renovated for | 
minimum occupancy on Sept. 12”. 

It had previously been thought 
that it would be impossible to 
have any rooms ready in time 
for the opening of school. 

This would mean, said Homfeld, 
that fourth, fifth and sixth grade 
classes at Encinal school will not | 
have to use temporary spaces. 

Barriers are to be put up on A} 
Street, adjacent to the buildings, 
so that children attending classes 
at the school will not be menaced 
by traffic. 

A fence will bound the tempo- 
rary school’s grounds on the 
Laurel street side, also. 

Negotiations to lease the build-! 
ings at the southeast corner of 
the Village, were entered by the 
school district and university be- 
fore the close of school in June 
Technicalities have delayed actual 
signing of the lease. Trustees, 
however, authorized a go-ahead on 
work even though a lease is not 
yet signed.

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Radio Noise 
Sources Probed 
In Labs at SRI 


(SRI)—A unique sub-zero wind 
tunnel has been used by Stanford 
Rsearch Institute engineers to 
find and study a source of aircraft 
radio interference not previously 
understood. 


This mechanism by which pre- 
cipitation produces radio noise is 
described in the current issue of 
the SRI news bulletin, “Research 
for Industry.” 


As opposed to the widely known 
corona and “streamering’’ noise 
sources which come into play 
when electric fields about a high- 
ly charged aircraft exceed break- 
down levels, the most recently 
found culprit is associated with 
the effects of individual precipita- 
tion particles. 


As aircraft speed through pre- 
cipitation, ice or snow, particles 
leave a charge at their point of 
impact on the plane’s surface 
and bounce off with an opposite 
electrical charge. 

The many particles set up indi- 
vidual small, but steep-fronted, 
pulses of current at the antenna 
terminals. While the effect of 
each is negligible, many pulses 
arriving at a random rate produce 
serious noise which impairs the 
efficiency of radio communication 
and navigation equipment. 


The experimental study of this} 
phenomena has been undertaken: 
for the air force using a 150-gal- 
lon vacuum tank fitted with a 
quick-opening inlet valve at one 
end. A sample probe—represent- 
ing the aircraft’s surface—is plac- 
ed within the tank at an angle 
to the inlet valve and the evacu- 
ated tank is placed in SRI’s cold 
chamber. 

DUPLICATE ACTION 

When the temperature has been 
lowered to about minus 35 de- 
grees, the chamber is seeded with 
dry ice and the tank’s inlet valve 
opened for a few seconds to allow 
ice fog particles to speed into the 
tank striking the sample probe 
much as precipitation would strike 
an aircraft in flight. 

Sensitive instrumentation al- 
lowed the research team to iso- 

late and observe the effects of 
single particles — even though 
they stream through the ch. 
trance orifice at about 15 mil- 
lion per second. 

The electrical noise produced 
by this mechanism cannot be 
eliminated by known technique 
but the increased understanding 
resulting from these studies is ex- 
pected to aid in the development 
of methods for alleviating this 
serious problem. 


$10,000 Damages 
Asked in Suit 


An alleged nose-biting which 
took place at a San Bruno drive- 
in restaurant last May 7 has re- 
sulted in the filing of a $10,000 
damage suit by James E. Dunn, 
37-year-old Woodside plumber, 
who says he was the victim. 

Named as defendant is William 
Perrue, 30, a San Mateo hairdres- 
ser. 

Dunn’s complaint says that al- 
though plastic surgery was done, 
he will have a permanent scar on 
his nose. He asks $5000 damages 
for the injury, and another $5000 
in punitive damages. A $421 bill 
for hospital fees and lost wages 
is also included in the complaint.

UPSIDE-DOWN PEAR PIE 
Into a pie plate, preferably a 


pyrex type, put a layer of canned 


pears which have been cut into 
Add some of the syrup 
and then shave in some dried 
ginger root to taste. Add about 
two teaspoons of flour sprinkled 
over this to thicken the syrup and 
then cover with pie crust, scored 
to allow steam to escape. 

Serve the pie with the crust 
side down and a blob of hard 
sauce on top. 

Mrs. Hall says that you can use 
the regular powdered ginger that 
comes in cans—but it doesn’t have 
nearly the flavor. She gets her 
dried ginger root at a large drug 
store, one of the kind that sells 
herbs as well as drugs, and she 
adds that it lasts and lasts! 

This being the season for fig’, 
Mrs. Hall gave us some tips to 
pass along regarding the preserv- 
ing of these. Usually we think 
of figs as a part of the icing for a 
Lady Baltimore cake when they 
combine with dates to make that 
wonderful frosting. 

Mrs. Hall describes a heavenly 
jam and pickled figs as an accom- 
paniment to holiday dinners. 
LIGHT FIG JAM 

(Or black fig, if you wish.) 

The first rule is to make your 
jam up in small batches. These 
are approximate measurements, 
typical of the experienced cook. 
Take a couple of pounds of figs 
and scald them in hot water from 
the tap and then remove to cold 
water. Stem and de-bud them and 
cut up into pieces. 

Add a little water and bring to a 
rolling boil to last 20 minutes. 
Add sugar in the amount of %4 
cup to 1 cup of fruit pulp and 
liquid. Boil for another 20 min- 
utes and then skim. 

This skimming is important in 
making fig jam-—especially if you 
object to the abundance of tiny 
seeds. Skimming removes a great 
many of these, according to Mrs. 
Hall. 

The jam should then be sealed 
in sterilized jars. 

BACK TO PARTY 

Back to the new neighbor wel- 
coming party. We cannot help 
adding a footnote to this pleasant 
custom, in the form of a question:

Still another produced a kind 
of shorteake-sundae when she put 
vanilla ice cream over a. slice 
of sponge cake, trailed crushed 
fresh strawberries over this and 
finished it off with a nice blob 
of whipped cream. 

We tried a variation of this one 
ourselves. Instead of ice cream 
we put a serving of “Strawberries 
Chantilly” over the sponge cake 
slices. For added piquancy we 
chose the orange-flavored sponge 
cake. 

To make this you simply. stir 
choice strawberries cut in half 
into a fluffy mass of whipped 
cream flavored with powdered 
sugar and a few drops of vanilla
